The C ollector em phasized the im ­ 
portance o f all m anufacturers and 
dealers in these products taking an 
actual inventory of stock on hand 
a t the close of business O ctober 31, 
1942. 
The new Revenue A ct im ­ 
poses a floor stocks tax on these 
articles, which m eans th at the d if­ 
feren ce between the old 
and the 
new rates of tax m ust be paid with 
respect to all large 
cig ars and 
large and sm all cig arettes in the 
hands of dealers and m anufactur­ 
ers as at the close of business Oc­ 
tober 31, 
1942. 
T herefore, 
each 
and every cig ar and cig arette deal­ 
er and m anufacturer should take 
an accurate inventory at the close 
of business on O ctober 31, of all 
j stam ped cigars and cig arettes af- 
; fetted by the new law, regardless 
of the quantities in stock. The a t­ 
tention o f m anufacturers is par- 
| ticu larly called to the fa ct th at 
I unattached large and sm all cigar- 
! ette stam ps and unattached Class 
A cig ar stam ps shall be included 
in their floor stocks inventory. The 
floor stocks tax return form s are 
now in the hands o f the printer, 
but because of the short tim e re­ 
m aining between now and the 1st 
of N ovem ber, it is a physical im ­ 
possibility to, m qke them available 
to dealers ana m anufacturers by 
j that date. In taking the inventory, 
care should be exercised to record

Others rating 
a high place in this list were: Sinclair Lewis, Stephen Vincent Benet, 
Christopher Morley, Carl t*an Doren, Robert Frost and Thornton 
Wilder.

distillate is operated on gasoline, 
without any changes in the engine 
except colder plugs and adjust­ 
ments of the carburetor and the 
heat control on the manifold, an 
immediate increase in power up 
to 12 percent will be found. This 
may not seem much, but it is a 
step in the right direction. 
If a 
tractor engine that was originally 
designed to burn distillate is con­ 
verted to high compression (a con­ 
version process that will be dis­ 
cussed in greater detail later in 
this series), the gain in power may 
become as great as 30 percent. 
Recent laboratory and field tests 
made by research engineers have 
not only confirmed these conclu­ 
sions regarding power as affected 
by fuel, but have also revealed 
some noteworthy facts regarding 
the wear on tractor engines when 
different fuels are used. In these 
tests two tractors were employed, 
one operated on distillate and the 
other burning gasoline. After more 
than 3000 hours of operation for 
each engine, they were taken down 
and the parts carefully studied and 
measured. 
The distillate-burning 
engine showed 89 percent more 
wear on rings, 135 percent more 
wear on pistons, 66 percent more; 
wear on cylinder walls, 123 per-, 
cent 
more 
wear on 
crankshaft 
journals, and 
135 percent^more 
wear on crank pins.: 
To these figures regarding engine 
power and wear the research men 
added the facts that the distillate- 
burning engine showed heavy oil 
consumption, that the engine ran 
hot, and that many more repair* 
werf required on the distillate- 
burning engine than on the gaso-' 
line-burning one.

Leave about 
4 tablespoons of bacon fat in the 
skillet, fill it with 
the apples, 
sprinkle on one-fourth cup of su­ 
gar, cover and cook slowly until 
the apples are tender.
